Fast Day's ‘Sermon. 


Following is an abakes act of Rev. H. H. 
Leavitt’s sermon, Fast Day as delivered at 
the union service inthe Methodist Church. 

Isaiah 58: 6, Ist and 4th clauses. 


this the Fast I have chosen. 
oppressed go free? 


“Is not 
. to let the 


_A. Fast to which.we are summoned by our 
Governor, makes a primary claim. upon us, 
to turn our thoughts to the evils of our com- 
monwealth, in view of which, we should 
humiliate ourselves, and. pledge ourselves to 
do what lies in our power to put these evils 
away from us. 

But we do not separate state and nation 
in such a call, These are.so.inter-related in 
our political organism that the well-being 
of.one-is--invelved--in the well-being of ‘the 
other, and the presence of serious evil in the 
one is inevitably a menace to the other. This 
text teaches that it is a first duty of the Fast 
to discover and put away evil and especially 
un-the form of oppression by one of another. 

The Fast is a time when God’s law should 
be elevated and we should bring our lives 
and our relations to square them by that law. 
Whatever is found deficient, judged by that 
standard,.we shonld unhesitatingly class as 
evil, and evil to be put away. Particularly 
should we scrutinize our relations to our 
fellow-men, remembering that God cham- 
pions-the cause of the weak. and see to it that 
we are not letting might become the rule of 
right. The favor of God can never be looked 
for, if we are holding men in bondage, or 
under a yoke. The Fast is a day to carefully 
canvass our relations in this: regard, and if 
there be any yoke, break it. I know of no 
more important matter to take into consid- 
eration on this State Fast day, than the 
-condition of things at the South. I do not 
say those are the only evils in our land — by 
no means — but there are no more pressing 
evils to come before our minds to-day than 
those which seem to be rampant in the 
South. For the fact of those evils, we seem 
to be inno wise limited to partisan testi- 
mony, and especially political partisanship. 

It is sufficient for our guidance today, to 
take the addresses made within‘a few months 
in Boston, by Mr. Grady of Atlanta, and Mr 
Russell, of Cambridge, a recent candidate 
for Governor of our state. 
are politically of the party which looks most 
sympathetically toward the dominant class 
in the South. One of them was himself 
of that dominant class. Their utterances 
ought to be therefore and undoubtedly are, 
the most favorable presentation of the case, 
which is possible. They are the low water 
mark of the Southern evil. But you will 
all recall that Mr. Grady said in Boston that 
there is a class at the South which is keep- 
ing and which is determined to-keep another 
class. there from exercising their rights as 
guaranteed them by the constitution of the 
U.S. Mr. Grady defended this coercion as 
atjevil less than its alternative —thé pass- 


ing of political control in that. section into 
~}iands which he and his sympathizers view 


as unfitted to exercise it. Mr. Russell tells 
us that he went South’ to shake hands with 
My. Grady,-Sguratively 5peaking,-and he un- 
hesitatingly admits the state of things as 
accurately described: by Mr. Grady. This is 


enough to make apparent an evil of tremend-: 


ous magnitude. While if. we go on to take 
the testimony of ‘Mr. Cable and to look 
through his eyes at it; or if-we go further 
and see the state of things through the re- 
ports of missionaries* working in the South, 
the: proportions of the evil, will. not only 


_vastly increase, to our conviction, but—the 


depth and virulence of the evil will fairly 
startle us.\ Such scripture as .our text 


crowds upon us” two very searching ques- 


tiens..1st,.Do the facts concerning the evils 
at the South, clearly show them to. be of 
the nature of burdens put by the strong upon 
the weak — of a,yoke put abotit the necks of 
those iti n6 Condition to resist, by whom 
they are forced to serve the purposes of 
would-be tyrants?— of oppréssion by whom 
some men are in bondage to other men? 
Aiid it is safe to say no one will pretend that 
these terms “burden,” ‘a yoke,’ ‘ oppres_ 
sion fail to describe the evils ; nor yet that 
other words could be chosen’ to characterize 


» 


Both these men ; 
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them better, It is, in the deepest sense a 
case of oppression of the weak by the strong, 
oppression which God on a Fast Day certain. 
ly would have us define in the clearest terms 
to ourselves. He cannot be pleased by any 
evasion of such definition. 

2nd. But asecond questiun follows hard 
upon the first, namely, Is this oppression 
one for which we are in any sense responsi- 
ble, either in its coming among us or ita re- 


_| maining with us? And here again we can 


havebut one answer. In this republic of ours 


certain it is, if followers of Christrise as one 


man to resent this evil and demand that it 
be put away now and forever,— as Israel did 
when the two and a-half tribes built the 
Memorial altar. beside Jordan,— which -Is- 
rael thought to be fora different purpose, 
and rose en masse to clear their land of it,— 
if Christian men and women of this land,— 
or even of the North, were thus moved, — 
the state of things would speedily change. 

It is our duty to rouse ourselves on this 
question ; to let our word go. out to be 
caught up by the free hills and moun- 
tains of the North, gathering strength and 
force as it advances, until it sounds out over 
the South in an irresistible demand — “ let 
the oppressed go free " — “ Loose the bands 
of wickedness,undo the heavy, burdens, break 
every yoke. “Is not this the Fast that T have 
-chosen,”’-saith the Lord: 


Notes From the Capital. 

To the man who has not seen the city 
of Washington—the nation’s capital—for 
more than twenty years it is a difficult 
thing to attempt to describe some of the 
more important changes which have taken 
place in its appearance. 

There are no more muddy streets; they 
vanished years ago. The smoothest of 
asphalt has taken the place of the old 
roads and the worn 6ut wood pavements, 


‘and now all of the traveled thoroughfares 


are as smooth of surface as the floor of a 
skating rink. Here truly is the wheel- 
man’s paradise. Thousands of bicyclists 
live.in this city, and roll with comfort and 
noiselessness on business and pleasure. 
Business houses employ the tricycle in the 
collection of orders ‘and the distribution 
of foods, wicker baskets being ingeniously 
attached: to the machines. Telegraph 
messenger boys use them and the mails 
are collected by the aid of tricycles. 

The, 250,000 people living here do not 
vote are in fact disfranchised. There are 
some residents—government employees— 
who hold on to the right of suffrage, but 
the great majority live and die voteless. 

The governing power is vested in a 
board of three commissioners, one Repub- 
lican, one Democrat, and the third an 
Army officer who is neutral as to politics. 
The office of the two former is to appoint 
and look after the- minor officials of the 
district, and that of the latter who is 
known as the engineer attends-to the 
waterworks, street lighting, and sewérage. 
The President appoints these commission- 
ers and their nomination is passed upon 
by the Senate. 

The states of Maryland and Virginia 
ceded the District of Columbia to the gov- 
ernment, and Government owns at least 
half of the property of the, District, and 
the assessed property of the District I'am 
informed is valued $148,000,000. The 
reader will see:that Government has some- 
thing at stake here, and having built-up 
the city should control it. No matter if 


Canon Wilberforce did say when visiting. 
here a-couple years ago, that it was more. 


than strange that,the United States should 
acknowledge, at the capital of the Repub- 
lic, that its system of. gov ernment is..a 
failure. : 

This condition of affairs is due te the 
fact that the negro is so numerous here, 
and when the right to vote was given 
them the political pot. hoiled furiously, 
and as the white folks owned the prop- 
erty, they succeeded in securing the con- 
sent of Congress to a radical change in 
the form of government, and the change 
works well, 

A liberal indulgence in alcoholic liquors 
seems tq..be a feature in the program of 
many livéS here. Washington is a very 
intemperate city. Though it is undoubt- 
edly true thatmembers of Congress, high 
department officials. and prominent men 
generally frequent the public drinking 
places. very much less than they did 20 or 
more years ago, A vast amount of stimu- 
lant is consumed by those belonging to 
the humbler ranks of life, and:one cannot 
walk Pennsylvania Avenue from the capi- 
tol to the White House, without seeing 


sad 


quite a few in the condition in which a 
man cares ‘‘nothing for nobody.’’ Abund- 
ant opportunity is afforded the drinking 
element, for there was issued during the 
year 1889, over 800 bar-room licenses, and 
500 for the sale of liquor by wholesale. 
This is the dark side of the question. 
On the bright side the.-vontrast is great. 
Magnificent. public buildings, palatial pri- 
vate idences, wide, smooth, clean 
streets, and many lovely parks filled with 


trees that soon will afford: the tired tray- 


eler grateful shade, many splendid monu- 


ments of the nation’s heroes, and then, 


more than these, a cosmopolitan popula- 
tion of the best type. “Over 20,000 people 
in Washington coming from every state 
and territory in the Union are employed 
by government, they with the friends of 
public functionaries of all-sorts, and those 
who visit the capital to see the sights, fill 
the streets with a frichly dressed, refined 
and superior grade of humanity. The 
many scientific men who now reside here 
are creating a moral and intellectual at- 
mosphere hitherto unknown, and, Wash- 
ington is rapidly becoming a city of cul- 
ture. Visitors spend more time at the 

Capitol than anywhere else in the city. 


‘Here are to be seen in the Senate a maj- 


ority of the 85 U.S. Senators, and in the 
House of Representatives a majority of 
its 376 members, and in the court room 
the nine Supreme Court judges. The 
Capitoljhas the finest picture gallery in 
the country. ~Magnificent ‘historical “ pic- 
tures adorn the walls in all parts of the 
great structure. The galleries of ithe 
House and Senate are generally filled with 
strangers, Washingtonians who have 
leisure are constant patrons of the gal- 
leries. 

Of the two branches of the national leg- 
islature the Senate is thé more decorous. 
In the House strangers are often sur- 
prised to sée members sitting in their 
seats, smoking cigars,.-.Whet- Speaker 
Reed is in the chair he insists on rigid 
obedience to rules, but much of the time 
some other member presides. Curious 
yarns are spun here, and some members 
of the House look so artless one can 
almost believe anything the wags relate. 
Gossip has it that one member of the 
House, upon his arrival in Washington, 
blew out the gas, and set his watch by -a 
street car indicator. 

Whenever either House of Congress is 
in session at night the huge light in the 
tholus. or lantern above the dome of the 
Capitol gives notice of the fact. 

Next to the Capitol in point of interest 
is the National Museum. Here a vast 
number of strange things are to be seen. 
As you enter the main room your eye 
catches the-name of Washington on a 
large glass case. The inscription reads: 
“Historical and Personal Relics of Gen. 
Washington ’’ ~In the next case are_his- 
torical and-personal relics of Gen. Jack- 
son and also of Thomas Jefferson. ° In an- 
other case you see the magnificent Gen. 
Grant collection valued at $150,000. Here 
algo is the identical printing ‘press. at 
which Dr. Franklin worked in London in 
the years 1725-26, and the first locomotive 
engine ever used in this country, called 
John Bull. In the Medical Department 
you can if you wish see preserved in a jar 
the spleen jof Guiteau, and a portion of 
the vertebrea of Wilkes Booth. One can 
call at the Agricultural Department, shake 
hands with Secretary Rusk, and be told 
by him that the Department sent out last 
year 4,660,000 packages of seed. 

The government gives employment to 
many crippled men and women. 
Treasury Department I saw several ladies 
who find it difficult to get about éven on 
crutches, and men who are legless are not 
rarities. 

This is by far the best place in the coun- 
try to visit.in the cool season. Ours is a 
great government, Washington a _ great 
city. Both will be unsurpassably great 
ere long. N.F. F, 


In ‘the Slave-Shed. 


From E. J. Glave’s sa pietawaly illustrated 
articlé in the Century on the slave-trade. 
in the Congo Basin, we quote the follow- 
ing: ‘These hungry creatures form in- 
deed a truly pitaible sight. After suffer- 
ing this captivity for a short time they 
become mere skeletons. All ages, of both 
sexes, are to be seen:. mothers with their 


‘babes; young men and women; boys and 
girls; and even babies who cannot yet-

walk, and whose mothers have died of 
starvation, or perhaps been killed by the 
Lefumbé. One seldom sees either old 
men or old-women; they are all killed. in 
the raids; their marketable value being 
very small, no trouble is taken with them. 

‘Witnessing groups of these poor, help- 
less wretches, with their emaciated forms 
and sunken eyes, their faces a very pic- 
| ture of sadness, it is. not—difficultto-per- 
ceive the intense grief that they are: in- 
wardly-suffering;but they know-too well 
it is of ne use to appeal for sympathy to 
their merciless masters, who haye been 
accustomed from childhood to witness acts 
of cruelty and brutality, so that to satisfy 
their insatiable greed they will commit 
themselves, or permit to be permitted, 
any atrocity, however great. Even the 
pitiable sight of one of these slave-sheds 
does not half represent the misery caused 
by this traffic~homes broken up, mothers 
separated from. their babies, husbands 
from wives, and brothers. from sisters. 
When last at Masankusu I saw a slave 
woman who had. with her one. child, 
whose starved little body she was. ¢lutch- 
ing to her shrunken breast. 1 was at- 
tracted-by_-her-sad-face, whieh—betekened 
great suffering. I asked her the cause of 
it, and she told me in @ low, sobbing voice 
the following tale: 

“*T was living with my husband and 
three children in an inland ‘Village, a few 
milés from here, My husband was..a 
hunter. Ten days ago the Lufembé at- 
tacked our settlernent; my husband. de-: 
fended himself, but was overpowered and 
speared to death with several of the other 
villagers. I was. brought here with my 
three children, two of whom have already 
been purchased by the traders. I shall 
never see them any more. Perhaps they 
will kill them on the death of some chief, 
or perhaps kill them for food. My ‘re- 
maining child, you see, is ill, dying from 
starvation; they gave us nothing to eat. 
I expect even this one ‘will be taken from 
me. to-day, as the -chief, fearing lest it 
should die and become a total loss, has 
offered it. for a very small price. As for 
myself,’ said she, ‘they will sell me to one 
of the neighboring tribes, to toil in the 
plantations, and when I become old and 
unfit for work I shall be killed.’ 

“There were certainly five hundred 
slaves exposed for sale in this one village 
alone. Large canoes were constantly ar- 
riving from down river, with merchandise 


of all kinds with which they purchased. 


these slaves. A large trade is carried on 
between the Ubangi and“Lulungu rivers. 
The people inhabiting ‘the mouth of the 
Ubangi buy the Balolo slaves at Masan- 
kusu and the other markets. They then 
take them up the Ubangi River, and ex- 
change them with the natives there for 
ivory. Thesé natives buy their slaves 
solely for food. Having purchased slaves 
they feed them on ripe bananas, fish, and 
oil,and when they get them into goad 
condition they kill them. Hundreds of |" 
the Balolo slaves are taken into the river 
and disposed of in,this way each month. 


A great many other slaves are sold to the’ 


large villages on the Congo, to supply vic- 
tims for the execution ceremonies. 

‘‘Much life is lost in the capturing of 
slaves, and during’ their captivity many 
succumb to starvation, . Of the remainder, 
numbers are sold to'“‘become victims to 
cannibalism and human sacrifice cere- 
monies._.'There are few-indeed—who-are 
allowed to live and prosper. ~

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EMPEROR AMONG BEGGARS. 


An Adventure of the Young Chinese Ruler 
Among His Poor Subjects. 


The young emperor of China had | 


®@ narrow escape from a thorou 
trouncing, if not worse, at the h 

of a party of beggars in his capital, It 
is a favorite pastime of the young em- 
peror to wander in ordinary Chinese 
clothes through the streets of Peking, 
to lounge around the corners, and 
drink his tea in the most crowded res- 
taurants, in order that he my learn 
what .his subjects may thinkof him 
and his government. runow0 risk 
of having his identity discovered while 
thus doing the town, for in Peking 
the art of photography is not prac- 


ticed- and consequently the people at - 


large have no idea of the personal ap- 
pearance of their sovereign. 

The emperor had gone but a short 
distance from his palace on one of 
these trips of investigation, late in the 
afternoon, when he saw a Chinese 
gar picking the pocket of a respectab. 
merchant. The emperor prompt 
caught the beggar by the back of he 
blouse, cuffed his ears-and forced him. 
to return to the merchant the stuff 
stolen from his pocket. Now, this per- 
formance of the emperor was much 
more remarkable in Peking than: it 
would have been in any other big city 
of the world, for in Peking beggars 
and pickpockets are protected by a 
kind of unwritten law. Beggary is 
recognized as a perfectly ‘legitimate 
employment, and the beggars consti- 
tute a guild which has for its prime 
object’ the mutual protection of “all 
members of the craft. Any one who 
interferes with a beggar in the prosecu- 
tion of his employment exposes him- 
self to the vengeance of the guild. 
This vengeance gener takes the 
rough and ready form of the flogging 
of the interloper at the hands of as 
many beggars as the beggar who has 
been interfered with can immediately 
summon to his assistance. 

Of course the Giep Emperor knew 
nothing about this abuse, which ob- 
tained’ many decades ago iin his bi 
capital, After cuffing the beggar 
ears he went his way quite unappre- 
hensivé, and brought up ina restau- 
rant but a few rods from the scene of 
the row. He had hardly taken the 
first sip of his cupof tea when every 
one in the restaurant was startled by a 
wild hullabaléo, The landlord went 
to the door. He found fifty beggars 
before his house, under the leadership 
of the fellow whose ears the emperor 
had boxed. They ordered the land- 
lord to hand over immediately to 
them the young man who had offended 
against all the unwritten laws and pre- 
cedents of the Peking guild of beggars. 
The landlord recognized their demand 
as eee | legitimate, and hurried to 

uell the disturbance by delivering up 
the offender. =~ 

The young emperor, however, ob- 
jected very strenuously to being deliv- 
ered up, and while making his re- 
monstrances spoke such supreme Ohi- 
nese that the landlord perceived he had 
to do with the son of some big wig. 
As a special favor, therefore, he of- 
fered to parley with the band of beg- 
gars till their intended victim cou 
summon some of his friends to his as- 


sistance. 
The. emperor gladly accepted the 
suggestion. He dispatched a messen- 


ger at once to the governor of the pal- 
ace, commanding him to hurry to the 
spot with two companies of soldiers. 
e governor and the soldiers came, 
rescued the emperor and lugged the

The 
eader of the beggars and three of his 
comrades who helped to demand the 
emperor from the landlord were. exe-

rioters were imprisoned for terms be-
